8. (currently amended) Pharmaceutical composition containing a compound according to at 
least one of claims 1 to 6, optionally together with on e or more inert carriers and/or diluents 
an inert carrier and with or without a diluent . 

9. (currently amended) A method for treating or preventing a disease comprising 
administering a pharmaceutical composition according to one of claims 1 to 6, wherein said 
disease is selected from the group consisting of: b e nign or malignant tumors, diseases of the 
airways and lungs and diseases of the gastrointestinal tract and the bile duct and gall bladder.
